On Hsy 22, 1959 I presented a report and Imiiget (cop?' 
enclosed^ for the year 1959 ^4e Bturean of Consular and 

Security Affairs through Mr, BiOhard Broun, Director, Office of 
Refugee and Migration Affairs, stating that the Tolstoy 
Foundation cannot continue its vorfc, even on the same hasis 
as it did before, without getting a subsidy of $58* 600,00, 

April 30 . 1959 has marked the 20th Anniversary of the 
eicistenee and activities of the Tolstoy Foundation, Sinch 
1945 when the scope of work after World War II has extensively 
widened with the influx of refugees - victims of eoBunxnism - 
the Tolstoy Foundation could never raise sufficient funds for 
this work. In 1950 the Tolstoy Foundation received a subsidy 
from an anonysious donor of $100,000. In the years between 
August 1951 and April 1955* ^4e Tolstoy Foundation was helped 
by the Eastern Snropean Fund of the Ford Foundation and would 
never have been able to do the work it achieved by bringing 
thousands of refugees from Europe, if not for that large 
contribution. In November 195^* the Tolstoy Foundation 
received an anonymous gift %^ich was known in the office as 
the "Boston Fund*. 

We are doing everything we possibly can to raise enough money 
but at the present moment it is not an easy task. Tet it seems 
to me that curtailing to rock bottom minimum the work of the 
Tolstoy Foundation at the present moment, would be a mistake, 
for the following reasonss 

1, I do not have to tell you, dear Mr. Dulles, What a 
destructive job for the V.S, and the people concerned, the Soviet 
agents are doing by persuading the new refugees to go back to 
Soviet Russia. The Tolstoy Foundation is working among those 
people, getting them jobs, taking care of the sick, procuring

living Qiisrtdrs for ‘fch.ein and tonlnly giving those people 1A0 
have come to a new country, the feellag that they are not 
abandoned and not alone* We have sncceeded in maxty eases 
counteracting Soviet propaganda* 3?he other d^ two wen 
came from Hew Jersey asking us to take care of a few feunllles 
that are considering ^ing hade to Soviet Bossla* 

2* A few of the Blreetors and friends of the folstoy 
Foundation have Invested money in a project (oil wells), dil^ 
happened to he very successful and lAich after the Investors 
will he reimbursed, will gave us 16^ of the net profit ^dileh 
will go towards the se^rt of the Solstoy Foundation, hut 
tie cannot expect any returns before 2*l| years* 

3* We have great hopes that the World Befugee Tear might 
also help the Tolstoy Foundation flaanolally* 

These are the reasons after 20 years of hard work in 
the refugee field, helping thousands of vletlimt of commonlsm and 
the Tolstoy Foundation Is on the verge of getting on its 
feet, it seans tragic to he obliged to fold vp only because 
a eosparatlvely small sum of money, $58*600*, are ladclng to 
continue our woA for this year*
